Mrs.  Day  began  rais- 
ing Pomeranians,  a breed  of 
which  she  is  still  fond. 

I For  a brief  period  in ' Pitts- 
burgh. Mrs.  Day  had  no  kennels 
but  she  was  unable  to  part  with 
several  Pomeranians.  Soon  how- 
ever. she  and  her  husband,  Ce- 
cil T.  Day,  also  a dog  lover  pur- 
chased a home  in  Jefferson  Cen- 
ter and  established  the  begin- 
nings of  their  now  large  ken- 
nels.

Large  white  Prus- 
sian sled  dogs  and  Samoyeds 
live  there  in  perfect  harmony

lished, Mrs.  Day  looked  arounc 
| in  search  of  a way  to  be  ol 
further  assistance  to  dog  lovers. 
Taking  note  of  the  many  ques- 
tions asked  of  her  about  dogs. 
Mrs.  Day  approached  Bill 
Brandt  with  an  entirely  new  idea 
in  the  television  field.
